MAN ARRESTED AFTER 

RACECOURSE STABBING 


Two men were recovering 
in hospital earlier this week 
after allegedly receiving stab¬ 
bing injuries on The Race¬ 
course in Northampton. 
Eyewitnesses described how 
two men were seen ‘stagger¬ 
ing’ and bleeding heavily in¬ 
to the Bat & Wickets pub, in 
nearby Louise Road, at around 
7.30pm on Friday. 

One, believed to be a 
19-year-old Albanian man, 
was understood to have suf¬ 
fered injuries to his chest, arm 
and shoulder after he claimed 
a man had stabbed him several 
times. The second man, aged 
33, who also claimed to have 
been stabbed, was said to have 
had a slash wound. Both were 
airlifted to University Hospital 
Coventry. 

Landlady at the Bat and 
Wickets pub, Amy Godley, 
27, was putting her eight- 
month-old baby to bed when 
she heard a commotion. She 
said: “This guy had literally 


fallen into the arms of one of 
our customers; he was bleed¬ 
ing very badly. When I came 
downstairs there were a few 
people around him and they 
told me he had been stabbed. 

I put two tea towels round his 
wounds and waited for the po¬ 
lice to turn up. The men said 
they were attacked on The 
Racecourse.” 

Northants Police revealed 
a man was arrested and re¬ 
leased on bail pending further 
inquiries. They also want to 
talk to two men in connection 
with the incident. One is de¬ 
scribed as Eastern European, 
aged 23 to 34, between 5ft and 
5ft 3in, with a skinny build and 
short dark hair. The second is 
described as Eastern Europe¬ 
an, aged in his late teens to ear¬ 
ly 20s. He was wearing denim 
shorts and a T-shirt and had 
been riding a silver BMX bike 
shortly before the incident.

Market footfall on the 
increase say traders 


Footfall on the Market Square 
has increased since the bus 
station was moved and free 
parking introduced, traders 
said, but any rainy days kept 
the punters away. 

Fruit and vegetable stall 
holder, Eamonn ‘Fitzy’ Fitz¬ 
patrick, said the market was 
enjoying an increase in visi¬ 
tors, though there were mixed 
reports as to whether this had 
led to an increase in sales. 

The feeling among trad¬ 
ers is that town centre visitor 
numbers plummet on rainy 
days, as many were unwilling 
to wait at the Drapery in the 


wet for a bus. 

Mr Fitzgerald said:“The 
parking is brilliant, but they 
should have done this 10 years 
ago. It’s the only thing that’s 
going to revive town centres, 
all over the country they’re go¬ 
ing to copy this.” 

But Les Brannan, who 
runs Rutherford’s key-cutting 
service, said market trading 
fortunes were now increas¬ 
ingly reliant on good weather. 

He said: “On a wet day peo¬ 
ple won’t come into town now. 
Saturday was a good example, 
it was desolate. 

“Before the bus station 
moved, people could get 


dropped off at Greyfriars and 
make their way to here virtu¬ 
ally under shelter.” 

That feeling was shared by 
others. 

“People aren’t willing to 
wait in the Drapery,” said a 
hat-seller, who did not wish 
to be named. 

“The free parking works 
on a nice day, but on the rainy 
days we actually get less peo¬ 
ple than before.” 

The problem, he said, 
was likely to worsen in win¬ 
ter, although this week the 
borough council announced 
that a heating system was on 
its way to the North Gate bus 


station itself. 

Council leader Councillor 
David Mackintosh, said: “We 
are currently looking into 
ways of how we can keep the 
building warm in the winter 
months and cool during the 
summer. 

“A new heating system is 
on order and will be installed 
in the autumn.” 

But Anne Macdonald, who 
runs an underwear stall, said 
footfall was just one part of a 
larger retail issue, as the in¬ 
crease in visitors had not led 
to an increase in trade. 

“It’s because people are 
struggling,” she said.

Pubgoers fight 
nursery scheme 



Pubgoers in Blackthorn 
say plans to turn their local 
into a nursery school would 
leave many people on the es¬ 
tate with nowhere to go. 

The freehold of the Pig 
and Whistle pub, in Bridge 
Court is owned by North¬ 
ampton Borough Council. 

A fortnight ago the au¬ 
thority agreed to grant a 
25-year lease to Blackthorn 
Good Neighbours (BGN) to 
convert the building into a 
nursery. 

The move would help 
alleviate a shortfall in the 
amount of nursery plac¬ 
es available in the east of 
Northampton. 

But its current tenant, 
Robbie Bell, 58, has run the 
premises for the past 10 
years and believes the area 
would be losing a valuable 
asset. 

He said: “It’s a commu¬ 
nity pub. I put on Easter egg 
hunts for children, barbe¬ 
cues for the regulars. Every¬ 


one comes down to this pub on 
Christmas day. There’s never 
trouble.” 

The nursery plan is to go in 
front of the borough council 
planning committee on Tues¬ 
day and is recommended for 
approval. Residents have al¬ 
ready gathered 135 names on 
a petition against the scheme. 

An Enterprise Inns spokes- 


person said: “After careful 
consideration and a review of 
all options, the decision has 
been made to lease the prop¬ 
erty for non-pub use which 
will secure its future as an im¬ 
portant community asset for 
local residents.” 

The borough council said it 
was not ‘appropriate’ for it to 
comment at this stage.

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‘Scalding hot’ 
bath water found 
at nursing home 


A nursing home in North¬ 
amptonshire was found to be 
running scalding hot water 
into its baths without staff 
realising. 

Foxhill Manor Nursing Home, 
in Foxhill Road, West Haddon 
was visited by the Care Qual¬ 
ity Commission (CQC), whose 
inspectors found staff had no 
idea how hot the bathroom 
water was. 

Inspectors saw signs in one 
bathroom that indicated the 
temperatures were 37 to 41 de¬ 
grees Celsius -deemed by the 
CQC to be hot but not painful 
- but a proper check revealed 
it was in fact between 53 and 
56 degrees C. 

The inspection report, 
written in early June, said 
it took staff two-and-a-half 
hours to find a thermometer, 
which suggested the water 
temperatures were not often 
checked. 

It added: “We checked the 
hot water temperatures dis-

CALOi 
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County police win 
praise for making 
efficiency savings 



Northamptonshire Police 
is said to be making 'good’ 
progress to achieving savings 
of £22.9 million by March 2015, 
an independent inspection has 
found. 

In a report published by HM 
Inspectorate of Constabulary 
(HMIC) in May, stated that 
Northamptonshire Police was 
successfully delivering savings 
of £5.8m in 2014/15 and £6.2m 
in 2015/16. 

The majority of the savings 
were being made through a 35 
per cent reduction in back of¬ 
fice staff, which will see num¬ 
bers cut from 1,172 to 745, from 
2010 to 2015. 

The principal areas for sav¬ 
ings within the force’s plans for 
the next two years are £2.6m 
from procurement budgets, 
£3m from further collabora¬ 
tion with other forces, and 
£im from streamlining police 
officer rank structures and a 
reduction in PCSO numbers. 

The number of police offic¬ 
ers is expected to drop by eight 
per cent between 2010 and 
2015, lower than the national 
average of 11 per cent. 

The police officer cost 
per head of the population is 
£94.30, compared to the na¬ 
tional average £117.70. The 
workforce cost per head of the 
population is £141.50, com¬ 
pared to the national average 
of £168.10. 

The force was also judged 
to be making savings through 
“well established” collabora¬ 
tion with other forces, as well 
as Northamptonshire Fire & 
Rescue Service and by increas¬ 
ing the use of special consta¬ 
bles and volunteers. 


However, the report stated 
that if no other savings can be 
found by 2018/19, the force will 
have to consider further reduc¬ 
tions to officer numbers. 

Chief Constable Adrian Lee 
said: “We welcome this hugely 
significant report. Reducing 
budgets every year has been 
an increasingly difficult chal¬ 
lenge and this report hopeful¬ 
ly reassures the public that we 
provide the best possible serv¬ 
ice we can. 

“The hard work of the men 
and women of Northampton¬ 
shire Police has been vital and 
they fully deserve the credit for 
delivering the really good serv¬ 
ice we give the public.” 

Surveys of county residents 
carried out by the HMIC also 
showed that 88 per cent felt 
safe from crime, compared to 
84 per cent nationally, and 87.9 
per cent of victims were satis¬ 
fied with Northamptonshire 
Police. 

Their research also found 
that 11 per cent of residents 
had noticed there were more 
police officers on the streets 


compared to 12 months ago. 

The county’s police and 
crime commissioner, Adam 
Simmonds, said: “I’m pleased 
the HMIC has recognised 
the significant steps forward 
Northamptonshire Police has 
made in what is undoubtedly 
a challenging financial situa¬ 
tion. We provide excellent val¬ 
ue for money and the force has 
been recognised in this report 
for having over-achieved on 
current savings plans and for 
having good plans to deal with 
further savings in the future. 

“I’m particularly pleased 
that HMIC has welcomed 
our initiatives to increase the 
number of Specials and vol¬ 
unteers to increase visibility 
in our communities and rec¬ 
ognised that we are ahead of 
many other forces in collabo¬ 
ration work, both within the 
region and with our plans to 
work much more closely with 
the fire service.” 

The HMIC also noted the 
15 per cent drop in recorded 
crime in the county between 
2010/11 and 2013/14.

sport passion Maurice Ribbans receives his MBE with family 


The children of an ex-Chroni- 
cle & Echo reporter, who has 
passed away, described him 
as a “family man” who had a 
“strong sense of community 

Maurice Arthur Ribbans MBE 
died on June 30 this year at 82 
years old, after battling with 
lung cancer. 

Born in Northampton, Mr 
Ribbans went to Headlands 
Primary School where, at four 
years old, he first met his fu¬ 
ture wife, Sheila. 

He joined the Chron as a 
sports reporter after leaving 
school in 1948 when, his son 
Bill said, he spent his “salad 
days”, “indulging his passion 
for sport and local affairs”. 

Aged 15, he met Sheila 
again and the pair embarked 
on a romance which would 
turn into 61 years of happy 
marriage. They moved around 
Northampton with their chil¬ 
dren, Kim, Elisabeth and Bill. 

In the 1960s, Mr Ribbans 
joined civil engineering com¬ 


pany, Sir Owen Williams & 
Partners, as they began build¬ 
ing the new Mi motorway, but 
he continued to contribute 
his sporting expertise to the 
Chron and BBC Radio. 


In 1983, before receiving an 
MBE for services to transport, 
Mr and Mrs Ribbans moved 
to the Cotswolds where they 
delved into their passion for 
Shakespearian theatre. 


Bill Ribbans described his 
father as a man with “a passion 
for words, even developing his 
own vocabulary” who taught 
his children to “love and find 
the good in everybody”.

So near, yet so for 
in hunt for hero

A kindly man from Northamp¬ 
ton who spent weeks trying 
to reunite two old soldiers 
says he is distraught after he 
missed a random visit from 
one of them while popping to 
the shops. 

Martin Harrison, from Hast¬ 
ings Road, Kingsthorpe, had 
received a letter from 79-year- 
old Ted Crosbie, from East 
London, who was trying to 
trace a former comrade from 
the 1950s. 

His letter said he had lost 
contact with the friend, Ken 
Snedker, whose last-known 
address was what is now Mr 
Harrison’s house and ap¬ 
pealed for help in tracing him. 

However, after trying eve¬ 
ry avenue he could think of for 
weeks on end - including local 
library searches, ringing up 
every Snedker in the phone 
book and putting appeals on 


social media- Mr Snedker ap¬ 
parently turned up at his door 
while he was at the shops. 

Mr Harrison said: “I 
couldn’t believe it. One of my 
neighbours said he’d spoken 
to this man who used to live 
in my house, who said he hap¬ 
pened to be in the area and 
wanted to see his boyhood 
home again. 

“I’m certain it was Ken 
Snedker because the dates 
when he said he lived there 
match up. 

“I was distraught that, af¬ 
ter all my unsuccessful ef¬ 
forts, I could miss him by 
half-an-hour and he turned 
up on my own doorstep. Ap¬ 
parently, a relative of his was 
graduating from the Univer¬ 
sity of Northampton on Tues¬ 
day.” 

Mr Crosbie said: “It was 
just something in Ken’s na¬ 
ture that appealed to me and 
we became good mates. An¬ 
other friend from the North¬ 
amptonshire Regiment died 
recently after we’d not spoken 
for a few years and it made me

He said: “Knowing that 
Michelle and Daniel want 
to make every day as special 
as possible for Owen, really 
prompted my quick response.

End of an era as Sales retires 


Northants stalwart will call itaday at the end of this season 


CRICKET 


Northants batsman David 
Sales has confirmed he will 
retire from cricket at the end 
of this season. 

It is not an unexpected 
development as the 36-year- 
old has had his struggles with 
form and injury in recent 
times. 

However, it will see the 
career conclusion of one of 
the County’s best-ever 
players. 

He has scored near¬ 
ly 21,000 runs in all crick¬ 
et for Northants including 
three of the highest 12 
scores in the club’s first-class 
history. 

Sales said: “I have had a 
fantastic time in cricket, but 
unfortunately picking up this 
serious ankle injury and to 
retire in this way is not how I 
planned it. 

“I’ve thoroughly enjoyed 
my career and the last 20 
years at Northants Cricket, 
and whilst disappointed that 
I didn’t play at the very high¬ 
est level, I will look back with 
pride at my achievements.” 

County head coach David 
Ripley said: “Jumble’s retire¬ 
ment signals the end of an era 
at Northants. 


“An international-class 
batsman, top slip fielder, as¬ 
tute cricket brain and humor¬ 
ous contributor to dressing 
room banter, he will be sadly 
missed. 

“I was fortunate to be play¬ 
ing in his debut match, and 
have witnessed most of his 
match winning innings since 
then. 

“I would like to thank him 
personally for his support 
and friendship and on behalf 
of everybody at Northants 
Cricket all the best in his fu¬ 
ture coaching career.” 

Quite how the County 
will replace Sales is a matter 
that will need to be solved in 
the near future and Ripley is 
hopeful that the club’s young¬ 
er batsman will come to the 
fore. 

“The likes of (Alex) Wake- 
ly and (Rob) Newton are still 
young lads but with plenty of 
experience. 

“We need them to really 
emerge, especially in red ball 
cricket and there is also (Rob) 
Keogh, (Ben) Duckett and 
(James) Kettleborough who 
we rate really highly. 

“These lads are capable as 
we’re just not going to be able 
to go out there and replace 
someone with David’s experi¬ 
ence and record.”

He looked very lively

Marc Richards at half-time, 
and was the comfortable 
highlight of a disappointing 
second-half performance 
from the Cobblers. 

Toney was very busy and 
constantly kept the Orient de¬ 
fenders on their toes, before 
producing the team’s only 
effort on target, a powerful 
77th-minute header which 
was easily saved by Os shot- 
stopper Adam Legzdins. 


He is a player that adds a 
spark to the attacking line, 
and despite only having 
made three senior starts for 
the Cobblers, Wilder is ex¬ 
pecting good things from the 
18-year-old in the forthcom¬ 
ing campaign. 

Toney memorably scored 
three times in the final two 
matches of last season to 
become something of a cult 
hero among the club’s sup¬ 
porters as relegation was 
avoided, and the Town man¬ 
ager is hopeful he will now 


build on those performanc¬ 
es. 

“Ivan is excellent, and he 
is one of those players who 
makesthingshappenandand 
around him when he is on the 
pitch,” said Wilder. 

“He has had a sore heel, 
but he is okay now, and he is 
going to be a big player for us 
this season. 

“I am looking forward to 
working with him.” 

Meanwhile, Wilder has 
been delighted with the 
competitive nature of the 


Cobblers’ pre-season pro¬ 
gramme. 

The Town boss has seen 
his side play two strong Sky 
Bet League One teams at 
Sixfields in the past week, 
with those games following 
on from a match at Scottish 
Championship side Alloa 
Athletic. 

The Cobblers followed 
up the 1-1 draws with Alloa 
and Sheffield United with a 
1-0 defeat to an impressive 
Leyton Orient on Saturday. 

“You want to play teams 


that are better than you, that 
play at a better level and have 
better players,” said the Cob¬ 
blers boss. 

“You want the competi¬ 
tive aspect to it, and to be a 
test, and this week certainly 
has been that. 

“I don’t want to go out on 
a downer as for possibly 75 
per cent of the two games 
(against Sheffield and Ori¬ 
ent) added together we have 
been pretty good. 

“We have to make sure we 
get that consistency now.” 
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
